Commercial Oatttie.— There is to be a 
big stir in tax matters this week, and 
NickKlecmon will start the ball to roll 
Ing by presenting to County Auditor 
Hagcrty a list of property that he claims 
should be on the duplicate. 

If Mr. Hagerty should refuse, the legal 
fight will begin, and Mr. Kleeman, through 
attorneys, will bring suit in the Com- 
mon Pleas Court to compel Mr. Hagerty 
to put tho property on the duplicate, and 
this will fairly open the gates for one of 
the biggest legal encounters that have 
ever been witnessed here. 

It might be supposed that Mr. Kleeman 
has not much of a case on hand, 
but when it is known that he 
has for two long years been carefully 
preparing matter with which to fight, it 
can be imagined that he has a big contest 
Mr. Kleeman will present his 
matter in such form that it cannot be 
dodged. Mr. Kleeman's attorneys are 
nt known with certainty, but it is said 
they are Charles W. Baker, ex Judge 
ates and ex Judge Miller Outcalt. 
The groundwork of the suit will be 
that the Catholic Church has in Hamilton 
county over 12,000,000 worth of property 
t is now exempt from taxation and hi 
n since the decennial duplicate has 
been mado, in 1890, and much previous 
that time. Mr Kleeman holds th 
County Auditor Hagerty should study 
only tho legal aspects of the questi< 
and give his opinion as he would in any 
other case.

INCOME-TAX. 

The President and the Judges 
of the Supreme Court. 

Their Salaries Will Probably Not Be 
Affected By the New Law. 



Washington, Feb 9. —One clause of 
the federal constitution provides that 
the compensation of the justices of the 
United States supreme court shall not 
be diminished during their terms of of- 
fice. The constitution also declares 
that the president's compensation shall 
not be increased or diminished during 
nil term. In view of these constitu- 
ttonal provisions an inquiry has arisen 
us to the power of congress to make an 
Income tax applicable to these high 
officers of the government The in. 
qutry Into this question has developed 
some interesting information, the tenor 
of which is that the president and judi- 
ciary would be exempt from paying tho 
tax. February 16, 1803, Chief Justico 
Taney of the supreme court wroto a 
carefully prepared letter to Secretary 
Chase relative to the income war tax. 
This letter i« on file among the records 
of the clerk's office of the supreme 

The chief justice called attention to 
the clause of the constitution referred 
to, and said of the Income tax: "The 
act In question as you Interpret it di- 
minishes the compensation of every 
judge 8 per eent, and If It can ' 
mlnished to that extent by the na( 
tox, It may In the same way be reduced 
from time to time at the pleasure of the 
legislature. The judiciary Is one of 
the three great departments of the gov- 
ernment, created and* established 
by the constitution. Its duties 
and powers are especially set forth, 
and are of a character that requires it 
to be perfectly independent of the two 
other departments. In order to place 
It Heyond the reach and above even the 
suspicion of any such Influence the 
powei to reduce their compensation is 
expressly withheld from congress and 
excepted from their powers of legisla- 
tion. Upon those grounds I regard an 
act of congress retaining in the treas- 
ury a portion of the compensation of 
the Judges a* unconstitutional and void; 
and I should not have troubled you 
with this letter if there was any mode 
by which the question could be decid- 
ed in a judicial proceeding. But all of 
the judges of the courts of the United 
States have an Interest in the ques- 
tion, and could not, therefore, under- 
take to decide it I am, however, not 
willing to leave it to be inferred from my 
•Hence that I admit the right of the 
legislature to diminish in this or any 
other mode the compensation of the 
judges when once fixed by the law; and 
my silence would, naturally, perhaps 
necessarily, be looked upon as acquies- 
cence on my part in the power claimed 
and exercised under this act of con- 
gress; and woultl be regarded as a 
cedent, establishing the principles 
the legislature may. at its plea* 
regulate the salaries of the judges of

PROPELLED BY DYNAMITE. 

Dr. l'ynchon Talk* Seriously ol Kuch Aer- 
ial Traveling. 

Cmkamo. Feb ft— I)r. Edwin Pyn- 
ohon, Wednesday night, told the West- 
ern Society of Ivngineers about the air 
•hip which he proposes to build, which 
will "he propelled by the explosion of 
dynamite cartridges and upheld by a 
system of aerial planes. He said his 
vessel would be similar to that now be- 
ing built by Maxim, with the exception 
of the method of propulsion. The 
doctor's principle la the 
through tubes, extending to the 
of the airship, of dynamite cartridges. 

These cartridges are to be discharged 
under a plate, and the elasticity of the 
air will act In pushing forward the 
•hip. The principle is the same as that 
of the explosion of dynamite on fixed 
bodies. The doctor asserted that It 
would cost 11.30 • mile to move his 
■hip, and at the rate of 200 miles an 
hour it would make the expense of a 
passage over the ocean about 11,000, 
and the vessel would carry twenty-five 
passengers, thus providing cheaper 
transportation than the steamers

IRON BY ELECTRICITY. 

New ITocess Which, It Is Claimed. Will 
Ip.et the Old. 
Bihmin-oiiam, Ala., Feb. ft— A plant 
Is just reaching completion in Hesse- 
mer, Ala,, which if It meets the expec- 
tation of preliminary anil unusually 
practical tests, will revolutionize fur- 
nace operation and iron production in 
this section. The plant consists of a 
furnace or kiln so constructed that the 
ore can be dumped from the trestle Into 
tho opening. The ore is then subject- 
ed to an intense heat from the burning 
gas, which is made in a retort in close 
proximity. The roasted ore, witli all 
moisture expelled, is passed through 
rollers anil crushed Into powder. It is 
then passeil over a belt, which is mag- 
netized by a process invented by Kdi- 
son, which separates the ore from the 
silica and surplus calcium and magne- 
tizes it so that it possesses all the prop- 
erties of magnetic or Bessemer ore and 
closely assays with that ore.

"In tuo dancrlptiol of the property ex- 
orapt from taxation in Section 8 of the 
tax law amended March Slst, 1804, the 
word public, as therein applied to school- 
houses, colleges, academies and other in 
stitutions of learning, is descriptive of 
the uses to which the. property is devoted. 
The schools and institutions which the 
property is used to support must be for 
the benefit of the public, and when pri- 
vate property is thus appropriated with- 
out any view to profit it constitutes a 
purely public charity within the meaning 
of the constitutional provision. 

"The express authority given in the 
Constitution to exempt from taxation 
'houses used exclusively for public wor 
ahip,' carriei with it, impliedly, authority 
to exempt such grounds as may be rca 
sonably necessary' for their uie; but such 
grounds must subaerve the tame exclusive 
uae to which the buildings are required to 
be devoted. 

"A parsonage, although bullion ground 
which might otherwise be exempt, as at 
tacbed to the church edifice, does not 
come within the exemption. The ground 
in such case la appropriated to a new and 
different use. Instead of being used ex 
clusiveiy as a place of worship, It becomes 
a place of private residence. The exsmp 
tlnn is not of such houses as may be 
used for the support of public worship, 
but of bouses used exclusively as places 
of public worship. 

In the oase of 



O. O. F., vs. 8. J. Ilayslip, Treasurer, 
the following also bears on the point: 

"A charitable or benevolent association 
which extends relief only to its own sick 
and needy members, and to the widows 
and orphans of its deceased members, is 
not an institution of purely public char 
ity.' and its moneys held and invested for 
the aforesaid purposes are not exempt 
from taxation." 

From the case of Joseph B. Uumphries, 
Auditor, et. al. vs. The Little Sisters of 
the Boor, the following Is taken: 

"A corporation created for the sole 
purpose of affording an ssvlum for 
destitute men and women and for the 
incurable sick and blind, irrcspecti' 
their nationality or their creed, is an 
institution of purely public charity, 
within the meaning of Section 2, Article 
12, of the Constitution, and of Section 3 
of the tax law of 1890, which provides 
for the exemption of the property therein 
described from taxation." 

Also the following decisions are given: 

"Commissioners of Hamilton county 
vs. Mannix. A vacant lot, separated from 
a Cathedral by a lot « feet in width, on 
which stood the residence of the Arch 
bihhop, Id the rear of the Cathedral, and 
which was taxable, was not attached to 
the Cathedral, nor was it necessary for 
the occupancy and enjoyment of same." 

"Library Association vs. Pelton. 
Where such an association owns a lot of 
ground with a block of buildings thereon: 
Held that such parts of said buildings and 
appurtenances as are rented or otherwise 
used with a view to profit are not ox 
empt from taxa tion ."
